1. Tbe oeeaaien of (cb. 8). Hor- 
decai refused to bow down to Haman 
whom the king had elevated to the 
place of prime minister and com- 
manded that reverence should be 
shown him by all the princes and 
smnnta. In order to get rid of Mor- 
deeal Raman formulated a seheme 
and secured the king's eftdogQlBBisnt to 
destroy all the Jews.

Postmasters all over the country 

are being warned by the Postofflce 
Department at Washington against 
certain practices indulged in by pat- 
rons of the oflke, againat the rule 
and regulations of the serrlce. 
Postmaster J. Walter Payne has ask- 
ed THE NEWS to give publicity to* 
the following, which embodies the 
meat of the matter, as taken from 
the olBeial eireulars from the Post- 
ofSce Department: 

"Complaints continue to be re- 
ceived that some postmasters accept 
parcels to be. sent C. O. D., bearing 
labOto whidi state that the parens 
may be examined before delivery 
and payment of the C. 0. D. charges, 
notwithstanding that this has been 
prohibited from the beginning of the 
C. O. D. ssnrlso. In eonneetien wHh 
this complaint it has been reported 
to the Department that certain firms 
or individuals advertise to prospec- 
tive patrons that their merchandise 
may be sent by mail, C. O. D., with 
the privilege of examination before 
acceptance and the payment of the 
C. O. D. charges. Parcels bearing 
labels making this mistatement 
should not be aeeepted for mailing. 
Postmasters are required to report 
any parcels coming within their 
notice bearing labels making ^ this 
misstatement, furnishing a descrip- 
tions of the parcels; also to report 
the names of any firms or individu- 
als using such labels or adrertising 
in any newspaper or periodical that 
the Postofflce Department will per- 
mit examination of the contents of 
any C. O. D. parcel to be made before 
dellTory of the pareeto and the pay- 
ment the C. O. D. charges by the 
addressee They are also required to 
furnish a copy of the label or adver- 
tisements and the name and date of 
the pubUeation in wliieh thny ap- 
pear."

"Judging from the numerous re- 
ports reaching the Department con- 
cerning the placing of illegal inclos- 
ures in parcels mailed at the fourth 
class rate of postage, it is evident 
that postmasters are not exercising 
proper precautions to stop the prac- 
tice and prevent the loss of revenue 
resulting therefrom, aa well as the 
annoyance and inconrenience to 
which the addresses are subjected on 
account of being called upon to pay 
the deficient postage in thpse in- 
stiCnces where the Irregularities 
are discovered. ' • • • These 
illegal inclosures consist of in- 
structions for making clothes, re- 
pairs to be made to articles such as 
hats, fountain pens. Jewelry, etc., 
directions as the development 
and printing of photographic films, 
unauthorized additions to invoices, 
etc. It has also been found that in 
some instances illegal inclosures are 
placed in sealed paroels ^ flmiled at 
f oiurth class ratee of poetage • • • 
All concerned are cautioned to be 
more careful in this respect and 
keep on the lookout for such viola- 
tions. The attention of patrons 
should be called to the provisions of 
the Postal Rules which set forth the 
permissable additions to and inclos- 
ures with fourth class matter, and 
patrons should be advised that when 
they desire to send with a parcel 
of fourth class matter a communica- 
tion, instructions, or other written 
matter not constituting a permissa- 
ble addition or inclosure under the 
law, this may be done by placing 
the eonunnnieation or other matter 
in an envelope impnii nl the 
first-class rate.

CLUB AT 
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CAPITAL H0TE8 LAW OF WmLf 
iMDWBUMB 

Economists and statisticians in 
the Nation's Capital are pointing 
out an odd example of the working 
of the law of supply and denumd. 
So Tsst are the forces inTolved jn 
the operation of the law that it is 
not usually easy to see them except 
in the perspective of much elapsed 
time. But the reeult of the strikee 
has oontraeted thte period so that 
the entire operation eaa bn assA in 
a single example. 

Lack of coal in this country has 
caused, a sudden demand upon Brit- 
toh coal mines, which in turn caus- 
ed a suddoi rush for ships to carry 
the coal to the United States. The 
immediate result has been an in- 
crease in ocean freight rates from 
England to the United States 
amounting to a hundred and fifty 
per cent, or from seyen to seventeen 
shillings a ton. 

A ship's Journey is there and 
back. The unusual amount of 
freight space ayailable for the re- 
turn journey has caused a great 
drop in freight rates for the trans- 
portation of grain from the United 
States to Europe which has been 
aided by the inability of American 
railroads, to move grain dOHverfes 
at shipping ports, due, of course, to 
railroad strike. In England, much 
coal, a demand from America, and 
insufficient ships send freight rates 
up. In America, too many shipe 
and a acareity of ca rg oee end freight 
rates down 11% , with the prospect 
of going to 10 cents, which figure 
Is much below pre-war minimum.

Rallea of plosaar daya of Ken- 
tucky are being rapidly gathered 
for the Old Kentucky Home exhibit 

at the Kentucky State Fair, the 
latest pieces of historical furniture 
to be acquired being a sideboard 
owned by Siavn Kenton's sister 
and a chair from the home of Gov- 
ernor Isaac Shelby. These articles 
were in active service during the 
period between 1780 and 1810, and 
were found by Mrs. Samuel G. Boyle, 
of lionisrllle, who has been commis- 
aloned by W. C. Hanna and his as- 
sociates on the State Fair Board, to 
furnii^h the building. 

The funds for the construction 
were donated by tha KMtoi^'Jodc- 
ey Club. The buildiag^ Mar Bear- 
ing completion, depicts the typical 
log mansion, such as dotted the 
countryside of Kentucky about the 
year 1790 and rapidly increasing in 
number during tha next decade. 
The model for the log mansion be 
ing built at the fair grounds is still 
standing in Green county in an ex 
cellent state of preservation despite 
itf 135 yaara. .

If the bakers of Kentucky, for 
their own protection and that of 
the people of the State, desire it, the 
Bureau of Foods, Drugs and Hotels 
of the State Board of Health will 
adopt for all bread inspections the^ 
standards of the VsdeMt Joliit Com- 
mittee on Definitions, Miss Sarah H. 
Vance, director of the bureau, has 
announced. 

Efforts will be made immediately 
to famlUariM aU bakers of the SUte 
with these definitions and later ex- 
pressions from them will be sought 
to determine the adTtebiUty oC 
their adopti<m. 

Theae deflnltloBs define wheat 
bread or white breat aa that made 
in the form of a loaf or rolls, or 
other units smaller than a loaf, by 
baking wheat bread dough. It must 
eoatain, one hour or more after bak 
ing, Bot more tlian 38 per cent moist- 
ure. The moisture lindtatioii for 
milk bread is the same, but here 
there is provision for replacing not 
less than one-third of the water in- 
gredient with milk or its equivalent. 

In rye bread at least one-third of 
the wheat flour ingredient must 
have been replaced by rye flour. For 
raisin bread there is a provision that 
each pound of the baked product 
must have had added to it at least 
three ounces of raisins, and sweet- 
ening and shortening ingredients 
are permitted to be used in greater 
quantity than in wheat bread,

highway to work three days a yeai 
in-heeping up the roadway. 

Failure to obey the summons of 
the overseer and work on the road; 
subjected the delinquent to a heav3 
fine and even a JaU sentence. Th( 
system was operated many yean 
with most satisfactory results a: 
the roads were worked by those liv 
ing along and using them and there 
fore virtually iaterssted la their up 
keep. 



Catlettsbnrg, Ky. — ^Typical moun- 

tain moonshiners of Kentucky are not 
always of the gun-toting and trouble- 
making kind, It is proven to news cor- 
respondents by^ visits into the moun- 
tain region In this area of the state. 
The mountaineer type of moonshiner, 
however, is continually on the alert 
for deputy sheriffs, prcrfilMtion officers 
and revenue agents. 

After a trip of thirty or, forty miles 
into the mountains the correspondent 
was escorted to a moonshiner's lou' 
shack, made l'r<»in the rough timber of 
the hillside and carefully arranged on 
a foundation of stone. 

"nill" greeted his visitors with a 
keen eye, a bit of suspicion, but with 
a friendly note in his shout of "wel- 
come stranger." Proper inquiries 
whether ,any squirrels taihablted an 
adjacent mountain side, where a new- 
ly beaten path had been noitf-ed. 
broujzht the answer tl.at s(iuirre|s 
were scarce and none were found in 
the woods. V 

Mountain Dew Kicks. 
When a friendly spirit developed 
some "mountain dew," or, in the lan- 
guage of the cities, "wliite mule," ^^ as 
produced from a small hand-made 
cui»nT);ir(l within the single room of 
tlie cabin, over which hiipg a reli;4ious 
picture and other articles of a reli- 
gious nature. On* the opposite side of 
the room over the bed OT the mou:.- 
taineer w£ls a rifle of heavy caliber, an 
automatic pistol and a small-<aliber 
revolver. The contrast was anique. 

A small drink of the "mountain 
dew** almoat brought dumberland a la 
Dempsey. Inquiries as to the age of 
the liquor brought the answer, **T!iet*8 
today's stuff." 

Hospitality of typical southern qual- 
ity will be found amoag the mountain- 
eer residents if you are a ''friend'*; 
if an enemy— beware, or, as "Bill" ex- 
plained It. "snakes In the mountain are 
killed." "Bill" makes his farm a pay- 
able proposition for his wife and chil- 
dren, who were attending church at 
the time of the correspondent's visit, 
by occasionally cutting some timber. 

Reads Magazines of World. 

His interest In world aflkirs is not 
limited and weekly trips to the near- 
est postofllee furnishes him with news- 
papers from the "(tutside." These are 
read by one member of the family, by 
lamp and candle li?ht, to the others 
and often last throughout the week. 

The moonshlnef's home from the 
outside has an uninviting appear- 
iince. but once within the home, while 
some inconveniences are found, the 
inipre.ssion of cleanliness is produced. 
The low ceiling forces a nmn of ordi- 
nary height to. stoop. The board floor 
may creak, but It Is solid and hign and 
dry. In winter c(»ld winds are shut 
out by the mud -plaster between the 
cracks of logs and by the board and 
paper lining of the inner walls. Heat 
is furnished by an oil burner and cook 
ing is done on a coal range. 

Oxen teams haul coal to the horat 
during the fall months. A yoke oi 
oxen pulling a load of timber along 
the narrow mountain road explains 
the -maaner which enabled the moun- 
taineer to obtain all the sizable logs 
used in constructing bis home. 



The monthly Fuslne.'n lleview, 
published at Cleveland, Ohio, under 
auspices of the Federal Reserve 
Bank, of the I'^ourch Federal Re- 
serve District, has the following re- 
garding farming conditions In Ohio 
and Kentucky 

"With very few exceptions the 
many reports we have received on 
agricultural conditions are of very 
encouraging and hopeful mature. 
Wheat harvesting has been practi- 
cally completed, and in many sec- 
tions of the Fourth District thresh- 
ing la well under way. While the 
yield is not high, and in some in- 
stances is below expectations, farm- 
ers quite generally feel encouraged 
over the returns. In marked con- 
trast to former conditions, when the 
farmers were holding their Wheat 
for larger prices, the crop this year 
is being marketed rapidly, and agri- 
cultural communities are paying off 
a part of their indebtedness. 

"The com crop at this iime Is re- 
ported to be looking very favorable. 
The acreage in Ohio Is estimated to 
be 3 per cent greater than that of 
last year. The United States acre- 
age and condition of corn In Ken- 
tucky indicates a crop of about 94,- 
3 79,000 bushels? compared to 8:;,- 
150,000 bushel.^ last year. 

"The Burley tobacco crop is in ex- 
cellent condition and the only thing 
that is worrying the tobacco plant- 
ers Is the large acreage. The crop 
was set out early and has grown fast 
and evenly. It is believed that a 
large part of the crop will be cut in 
August this year, and early cutting 
means good quality. Practically all 
of the old Burley has been sold, and 
it appears that the farmers are very 
well satisfied with the work of the 
marketing association, as a great 
many new members hare been se- 
cured. Estimates of the Department 
of Agriculture place the 1922 to- 
bacco acreage (all types) of Ken- 
tucky at 558,000 as compared to 
385,000 acres last year, an faierease 
of 45 per cent. 

"In a .special pig survey made by 
the Department of Agriculture, it is 
indicated that there will be a net 
increase of 14.S per cent In the num- 
ber of pigs raised in the corn belt 
States during the first half of 1922, 
compared with the first half of 
1921. There is a belief that this in- 
crease may ofverceaM the prtsent 
shortage in meat."

So far the a.ssociation has de- 
clined to dispose of any of its hold- 
ings in this way, though a number 
of Western Kentucky concerns have 
done a aueeesatul and eonalderable 
business in this way for a number of 
years through general advertise- 
ment. 

Adoption of the policy of national 
adTertising of the burley leaf fol- 
lowed aucceaa of the western fruit, 
prune and other co-operatives, par- 
ticularly the raisin growers, who 
have found an outlet for a surplus 
each year by persistent advertising. 

Bush W. Allin, of Harrodaburg. 
and John B. Winn, of Versailles, 
members of the Legislative Cominit- 
tee, were in conference with Presi- 
dent Stone the first of the week, but 
nothing was given out as to what 
they discussed.
